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FIERCE IE RAGES. 


Western Part of the City Threaten­ 
ed With Absolute kxtinction 
by« Bad Blaze. 


LOSS IS ESTIMATED AT $12,000 


Colby-Hlnklav Co. Is th* Hmvlast 
8uff«r«r, Its Loss Ararscatlns 
Upwards of •4,600. 


A $12,000 lire swept the western por* 
(ioQ of the oity last night, destroying 
the Jerus boarding house on Seventh 
strsst, two dwelling houses on adjoln- 
ing property to the south, a cooper 
shop and two store rooms in the rearof 
the hotel, and several barns.

It was the fiercest fire that has raged 
in Benton Harbor since the ooera 
house horror of nearly a year ago, and 
at one time it looked as though the en­ 
tire portion of the residence district 
hemmed in by Michigan, Pipestone and 
Elm street would be mowed down. 


The combined elTorts of the St. Jos­ 
eph and Benton Harbor fire depart­ 
ments were required to subdue the 
flames which ate their way through the 
wooden structures with terrible des­ 
peration and came within an ace of 
gathering up in their forked tongues 
the row of houses acrms the street 
from the boarding house property, the 
accomplishment of which would have 
brought a tremendous loss to property 
holders. 


- S'. ^ 
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The fire started in a store room, used 
by Colby-Hinkley company for the 
storage 
of cooperage . and l>aslcet 
material, and located 300 or 400 feet 
west of the boarding. house operated 
and owned by Edward Jerue. 


It is susbected that a lighted match 
dropped by a tramp originated the 
blaze. 
The room contained a large 
quantity of dry material and the fearful 
gale soon developed a dangerous fire. 
A boarder at the Jerue house dis­ 
covered the smoke and hurriedly turned 
in an alarm. The fire had a start of 
five minutes before Hose Company No. 
1 was warned and two minutes later 
when the firemen began laying hose 
the fire had leaped to a second store­ 
room on the east and then to the Jtsrue 
house barn. The beat was intense aud 
the fiames seemed to spread in a great 
sheet, covering apparently an area of 
a half acre. 


Fire brands two feet in length were 
hurled before the wind with terrible 
force, some of them falling ^qifarterof 
a mile away. The roofs of the houses 
for blocks away were protected from 
igniting by garden hose used vigorous­ 
ly bv citizens. On the blutt rising oiT of 
Michigan street the residents were 
necessarily very active. The wind was 
blowing from the west and these resi­ 
dences were in line with the path pur 
sued by the fiying embers. Oo the top 
of everv roof was a man with buckets, 
and as far east as the Hotel Higbee on 
Pipestone street there was danger from 
sparks. The roof of the Hotel Higbee 
was fiooded with water to prevent com­ 
munication from the embers. 


furnitura saved none is of value. 
Two 
dollars, all that remained of 117 in a 
bureau drawer, were found in the ashes 
of the Fonger House this morning. 
An adjoining buildii|g on the south 
side of the Fonger house went next. 
It was owned by the Jake Burridge es­ 
tate and 
was occupied by 
John 
Holmes, a colored barber. 
He lost 
about all his furniture and had no in­ 
surance. 


Ipldward Jerue, the proprietor of the 
Jerue house, succeeded in saving a 
horse and cow confined in the hotel 
barn and a small amount of furniture. 
He had 25 boarders, all of whom lost 
their clothing and valuables which 
were in the bmlding. 


Among the boarders who will feel 
the loss nottkeenlv is John McDonald, 
an old soldier 
who saved , only the 
clothes he wore. His loss Is $60. W. 
Spanard, «¡another boarder, lost $26 
worth of clothing and other boarders 
who suffered were: J. C. Jennings, S. 
J. Wolcott, *W. S. Hitsman, O. E. 
Montgomerv, E. Kernes, C. W. Miller, 
W. A. Frusham, Henry Fanley, John 
Huffman, Jim Martin, John Large, 
Clarence Montgomery and J. Dawson. 


The Twin City telephone company 
will lose $00 as a result of the fire. 
Forty of Its wires went down. A gang 
of men went to work at midnight and 
at 10 o’clock this morning the damage 
was repaired. Two electric light wires 
running along on the west side of 
Seventh street caused some alarm and 
the firemen refused to work In the 
street until they were removed. 
The 
insulation had burned off and the fire­ 
men were in great danger. The wires 
were finally cut. 


The St. Joseph firemen brought the 
steamer with them but it was not used. 
Eighteen members of the department 
were at the scene and their services 
aided greatly in extinguishing the 
blaze. Hussel Woods, an employe in 
the Colby-Hinkley cooper snop lost 
$60 worth of tools. 


It was nearly midnight when the 
firemen ceased their labors. 
At 10 
o’clock it began raining hard and con­ 
tinued for>20 minutes, greatly assisting 
the firemen in their work.

City of Milwaultee and City of 
Louisville Carry Large Loads 
of Passengers. 


MAN FELL OFF CHICAGO DOCK. 


Before effective work could be done 
the flames had crossed to the Jerue 
house and while the rear end was 
ablaze citizen volunteers were carrying 
out the furniture. Scarcely 
$ o worth 
of the contents were saved. Fire com- 
No. 2 arrived a few minutes after 
o. i and closely following No. 2 earao 
company No. 3. Line after line of hose 
was laid until six streams were playing 
on the Jlames. The firemen had to con­ 
fine their work to the boarding house 
with a view to retarding the fiames in 
advancing across the street. Into this 
the water was shot from the front, the 
heat i h the rear preventing an attack 
from that locality. The effect of the 
streams was hampered by the gale of 
wind and much of their force was lost. 


The firemen fought determinedly and 
with the arrival of the St. Joseph de­ 
partment 20 minuteii after the fire 
started it became certain that control 
of the flames would be secured. 
Two 
dwelling houses across the street from 
the Jerue house owned by Martin Bu­ 
chanan were in imminent danger, but 
a continual playing of streams of water 
upon them was a sufficient protection 
and all the damage they suffered was 
from water. The two store rooms, first 
to go, filled with cooperage and mater­ 
ial for fruit paiikages, the property of 
Colby-Hinkley companj^ 
were 
de­ 
stroyed In 20 minutes. The hotel barn 
was soon in a|hes, then the fiames shot 
into the cooper shop, close to the store 
sheds, and soon devoured it, leaving 
only the huge chimney standing to 
mark the site. 
It was also owned by 
Colby-Hinklev company. The building 
and contents including machinery is a 
total loss« > From the cooper shop the 
fiameg communicated to the barn on 
th« John Fonger property and hore 
Davo Brown; who

The Heavy 8sa Quelled tha Mis- 


chlevlous Spirit of tha Chl- 
oaso Whaalmen. 


Sunday afternoon there was a heavy 
sea rolling on the lake and thousands 
of people were at St. Joseph last night 
watching the City of Milwaukee and 
City of Louisville pull out of the har­ 
bor, carrying almost their passenger 
limit. The City of Milwaukee had on 
board 1468 passengers and Is allowed to 
carry 1,500. The City of Louisville Is 
allowed to carry 800 and had aboard 
about 50 less. The Milwaukee left at 
5:30, half an hour before her time to 
start and passage was refused to hun 
dreds notwithstanding the raging sea. 
The boat sail ed nicely out of harbor 
and did not seem to greatly mind the 
storm. Some one took the pftins to 
telegraph from St. Joseph tnat the 
Milwaukee was carrying more than 
her legal quota of passengers and con­ 
cerning the Louisville the following 
telegram was also sent from St. Joseph: 


Deputy Collector Grlttln, Barge Of­ 
fice: I made formal complaint against 
Graham & Morton Transoortatlon com­ 
pany for overcrowding City of Louis­ 
ville leaving port tonight. Please see 
that passengers are counted on hei* ar­ 
rival between 11 and 12 o’clock to­ 
night.

The steamers made practically 
the same time.

16.<—The Count of Turin 
and Prince Henri of Orleans fought 
a duel with swords at 5 o’clock yesteni^ 
day morninff In the Bols de Maréchaux 
at Vancresson. M. Leontleff acted as 
umpire. The flffhtlng was most deter­ 
mined. and laiSted twenty-six minutes. 
There were five 
enfagements, 
of 
which two were at close quarters. 
Prince Henri received two serious 
wounds In > the right shoulder and the 
right side of the abdomen. The Count 
of Turin was wounded in the right 
hand. Prince Henri was taken to the 
residence of the Duo de Chartres and 
received medical attendance. The con­ 
dition of Prince Henri of Orleans Is as 
satisfactory as could be fixiMMted. The 
doctors, after consultation, have ex­ 
pressed the opinion that no Important 
organ was touched, but absolute rest 
is necessary for recovery. 
Owing to 
rumors at Naples and elsewhere the 
public had not expected a duel to come 
oft. It was therefore quite private. 


Ofllolol Aoooant of tiio D«oL 
The ofRclal account, furnished by the 
seconds, recites fully the clrcumstanco» 
leading up to the encounter. The Count 
of Turin, 
considering the 
letters of 
Prince Henri of Orleans to the Figaro 
offensive to the Italian army, wrote to 
him on July 0 demanding a retraction. 
This letter could not be answered until 
Aug. 11. the day of the 
arrival of 
Prince Henri In France. 
The prince 
replied to the count’s demand by tele­ 
gram, maintaining the right of a travel­ 
er to record his experiences. The ofRclc^I 
account then 
describes the arrange­ 
ments for the duel, gives the names of 
the respective seconds and says th at at 
their first intervjew they agreed that 
the encounter was Inevitable. By com­ 
mon accord the conditions were settled 
as follows: 


Condition» of tho Engagomont. 


The weapon to be the dueling sworfi; 
each combatant to use that of his own 
country, but the blades to be of equal 
length; either combatant to be a t liber­ 
ty to maintain the groun<!| he galnn, 
and each to be allowed the space of 
fifteen metres within which to advance 
or retire; each assault to continue four 
minutes; the combat to be resumed in 
the positions occupied, and only to ter­ 
minate on the decision of the four sec­ 
onds or the advice of the doctor, when 
one of the adversaries Is manifestly in 
state of Inferiority; the conduct of 
the meeting to be Intrusted alternately 
to the two parties, lots being drawn at 
commencement. This latter feature of 
the arrangement was due to formal ob- 
eotlon of the seconds of Prince Henri 
of Orleans to the direction of the en­ 
counter by a fifth party..

At a later meeting Saturday the sec­ 
onds decided upon thé rendesvoua The 
process-verbal then proceeds to describe 
the encounter.

On the strength 
of the report of the doctors the seconds 
decided that the combat must go on. The 
second assault was stopped because the 
combatants came into close quarters. In 
the third assault the Count of Turin 
was hit In the back of the right hand, 
but the wound w'as slight. In the fourth 
assault the umpire. Major Leontieff, de­ 
clared that the sword of Prince Henri 
was bent and stopped the engagement 
long enough to furnish the prince with 
a new weapon 
In the fifth assault the combatants 
again got into close quarters and were 
Immediately stopped. Prince Henri. In 
a counter blow, being hit In the right 
lower region of the abdomen. The doc­ 
tors on both sides examined the wound 
and declared that Prince Henri was ren­ 
dered by It clearly inferior to his anta­ 
gonist. Major Leontleff and M. Mour- 
ichon proposed that 
the 
combat 
be 
stopped, and this was done by common 
accord. 
While* his wound was being 
dressed Prince Henri 
raising himself 
upon the ground, extended his hand to 
the Count of Turin, saying: ‘‘Allow me, 
monseigneur, to shake hands with you. 
The count extended his hand. 


The physicians present were Dr. Tou­ 
pet and Dr. Hartmann on behalf 
of 
Prince Henri, and Dr. Carle on behalf 
of the Count of Turin. This account of 
the fighting was signed by the seconds, 
The details of the duel show that the 
encounter was very sharp and deter­ 
mined. Immediately on the crossing 
swords Prince Henri vigorously pressed 
his adversary. The Count of Turin re­ 
treated to the limit of the ground, and 
then resuming the offensive touched his 
opponent. The third and fourth asptults 
ended in long engagements within guard 
The Temps says that the wound In the 
abdomen of Prince Henri Is serious, but 
not alarming. Had the Count of Turin’s 
steel gone half a centimetre deeper the 
Intestines would have been perforated 
After his wound had received a prelim­ 
inary dres^ng I*rince Henri walked to 
his carriage unaided. The Count of 
Turin, accompanied by his seconds, left 
Paris for Italy yesterday afternoon. He 
was not experiencing any special dis 
tress from his wounds.

1'. to Providence Where He 
Will Be Prosecuted,

IS A VERY SMOOTH CRIMINAL. 


H« B«can a LIf« of Crlm* Wh«n H« 
Was 15 YMrs Old and Is Now 
a **Profo«alon«l** 


Fred I. Snow, the clever émbezssler, 
sneak-thlef add all around bad man, 
is on his way to ' Providence, R. I., 
where ho must face the charge of grand 
larcetay. 
Detective P. B. Cannon, of 
tbe Providence police department, a 
rived here Saturday night and at 2 
o’clock Sunday morning, with Snow 
handcuffed to him, he 
boarded a 
West Michigan train for Chicago. 


Snow did not insist upon a requisi 
tion being produced. He smilingly 
Moompanied the officer and the last 
words spoken by him before his train 
moved away were addressed to Turn­ 
key Lynn Ferguson. 
He gave the 
turnkey a vigorous hand-shake and ex­ 
pressed a purpose to write him when 
be reached bis destination. 
He said 
be had experienced a happy time since 
ooming to Benton Harbor; that he had 
met many nice people hero and sarcas­ 
tically remarked that he was sorry he 
bad to part with them, although he 
going to see old friends in the east. 


Snow is considered one of tbe smooth 
est criminals with whom the Provi­ 
dence officers have ever had to deal. 
His suavity, affability and feigned piety 
enable him to practice bis criminal 
operations with ease. 
He does not 
look for victims among tbe common 
people, 
but confines his work to 
churches and high society. 
He has 
oeen hunted by Providence officers 
since June 23, last, and his capture is 
regarded as one of the most successful 
hauls ever made by tb«: department. 


He is cunning and has twice in his 
life escaped from officers after his ar­ 
rest was made 
It was this fact that 
induced Detective Cannon to maniacle 
bim before starting on the long jour­ 
ney Sunday morning. Snow wanted to 
take the boat, but the officer figured 
that he could keep a closer watch over 
him on board the cars. 


When Detective Cannon entered 
Snow’s cell at the county jail Saturday 
night he said: 


‘‘Hello, Fred?’* and extended bis 
band to tbe young man who tried to as 
sume a bewildered expression. 


‘‘Don’t you know me,” continued the 
detective. 


“No, sir,” was the rejoiner. 
“1 guess you do; look at me closely.” 
Snow took a careless survey ot the 
big. broad-shouldered officer and very 
indifferently remarked: 


“I may have seen you before.” 


* The conversation continued andSnow 
finally acknowledged that he reoog- 
cizc4 the officer. 
Detective Cannon 
then told his business and Snow with 
bis usual sangfroid maintained that 
there *‘must be some mistake. ” 
there’s no misiake,” Baid the deteetive. 
**We have tbe names of a dozen persons 
who saw you load two trunks iato a 
dray and leave Providence June 23. 
Now what we want is the property 
We have no .particular desire to pros­ 
ecute you.*’

overt unlaced his shoe, and taking it 
off drew forth from it three pawn 
tickets, one for a watch which he 
^‘hocked” in Buffalo for $25 and which 
was valued at U50, another for a wateh

and was worth 150, and the third for a

„ realized $10 from a New YorkCity

wnbroker and which cost tbe owner 
S. These articles formed a part of 
Sno«^'*' levy made upon his brother 
Edgiir D. Snow and Mrs. Louise Clau- 
son June23 when he left Providence 
with two bufire trunks, and several grips 
packed with stolen property, the value 
of which aggregated $(iOO. All that 
Deteetive Cannon was able to recover 
of the property was a combination 
toilet ana manicure set worth $50 and 
three valuable satchels. 
The two 
trunks, and tbe stolen wearing appare 
which they contained Snow said he sold 
to a Cleveland man for $10. Of tbe 
articles unaccounted for by Snow there 
remains a broocb worth $50, a ^old- 
beaded cane, diatnoad earrings and 
two silk umbrellas. 


Snow is 24 years old although be 
maintained while. here that be was 22. 
He began a life of crime when he was 
15 years old. 
At that time he was em­ 
ployed as a clerk in his father’s dye 
establishment and his first offense was I 


to steal from his father. He continued 
practice until his father was ruined 
nancially. 
When his father lost his 
»usiness Snow was 18. * He went to 
l^ltim ore and there got a position as 
salesman for a mercantile firm. 
He 
had been there but a short time until 
he emtiezzled a large sum of money for 
which he was prosecuted and served 18 
monnhs in jail. 


After serving his sentence Snow re­ 
turned to Providence. He joined the 
church and became prominent in con­ 
nection with all movements by which 
it was intended to raise funds. 
He 
stole the proceeds, contracted debts 
%ith liverymen for horses to take his 
lady friends out driving, and stood 
i 
ewelers off for pretty presents tor 
lis sweethearts. Finally his creditors 
made it so interesting for him that he 
had to leave Providence. 
He went to 
Lowell and joining the Y. M. C. A. 
there stole $80 of the association’s 
funds. He was not prosecuted. 
His 
father had renounced him and having 
GO place to go upon being drivien out of 
LiOwell he was received in the home of 
his brother, at'Providence, an influen­ 
tial business man, upon the promise 
that-he would lead a TOtter life. While 
there he got acquainted with Mrs. 
Clawson, a “next^loor” neighbor, and 
two young ladies boarding with her. 
Of them he borrowed some of the 
ewelry which he later pawned. 
On 
Tune 
last, he drove up to the door 
of his brother's home and invited his 
sister-in-law to go with him and inter­ 
cede with his father in his bjehalf. He 
said he had met a westerner who had 
become interested in him and wanted 
to put him in charge of a business in 
the west and before going he wanted a 
reconcilllatlon with his father. 
He 
took his sister-in-law to within one- 
fourth of a mile of his father’s home 
and there left her with instructions to 
go and see if he would consent to see 
his son. 
Snow hastened back to bis 
brother’s home, packed two trunks 
with his brother’s and Mrs. Clawson’s 
property and. left Providence. 
He 
went to New York City and later came 
to Benton Harbor, where, ke admitted 
Saturday night, he was laying plans to 
fleece the unsuspecting.

Archie Nell, one of the leaden^ said that 
ever slncp it was known that they were 
to he invited in Mayor Taylor had said 
that his proclamation excluding them 
was still In force, and that aathey intended 
to violate no laws they could not come In 
until the offlceni of the law aald that 
they nrlght The Decatur minerà then 
called on the aherlff to admit the camp­ 
ers. He sald[ he could not without the 
consent of the mayor. 
Mayor Taylor 
was waited 
on by a committee of 
Decatur men, and he Anally consented 
for them to come in if they would go out 
again at night. Then the Decatur and 
outside miners quietly marched in, about 
400,men in all. 


8trlk« Lender* A.re Tnetlcion*. 


A meeting had been called by trades 
union officers to protest against the em­ 
ployment of 150 deputies by the sheriff 
at an expense of $500 a day, and the men 
marched to the meeting. A. G. Webber 
and A. F. Smith, both miners, and Rev 
David P. Howe, pastor of the First 
Methodist church, made speeches, say­ 
ing that the men had a constitutional 
right to assemble; that there had been 
no disorder, and so the board of super- 
visiors could ,not allow the big bills of 
the sherlft, hnd that as there had been 
no threats or intimidation there was no 
reason to be afraid of the marchers.

Rev. Archie Neil, one of the Spring- 
Held miners, said that they had come on 
foot because they could not pay to ride, 
to persuade the men at work In Decatur 
to quit work and help In their great 
struggle for more wages. His talk was 
quiet and had a great effect. A meet­ 
ing of miners only was announced for 
last night in Miners’ hall and then the 
men adjourned. 
The Si>rlngfleld men 
stayed In the city to attend that meet­ 
ing. The sherlft has dicharged the spe­ 
cial deputies. 


Balder» Get a Strike Started. 


At the meeting of miners last night 
eighty Decatur miners and 250 outsiders 
were present. 
The Decatur men all 
voted for a resolution to go in the mine 
today, clean up their rooms, and come 
out and attend a meeting at 8 o’clock 
tonight. A committee of two was ap­ 
pointed to go to each entry and notify 
the rest of the men of this action. 
About 400 men are working. It Is not 
believed that the action of last night 
will cause the rest to strike, but It may 
have the effect of Intimidating the ma­ 
jority, who are German Poles, while 
the men w'ho want to strike are talkers 
and agitators. The Pana and Spring­ 
field men after the meeting all marched 
to their camps outside of the city. 
Bradley Still il«»leKe» Coffeen. 


St. Louis, Aug. 16.—A special to The 
Republican from 
Coffeen, Ills., says: 
General Bradley holds forth west of 
town. His crusaders are returning from 
Mount Olive and Staunton. There was 
a throng of visitors going and coming to 
the crusaders’ camp all day from.the sur­ 
rounding country. Sherlft Rafndle went 
last nl«;ht to his home at Hillsboro. 
Deputy Willoughby is In .charge of the 
mine guards and placed his men out 
on all the roads. 
The outlook now Is 
that the crusaders are going to try to 
force their w'ay 
into town. 
Every 
precaution Is being taken that they do 
not get in. Yesterday morningacrusader 
came to town inquiring for the Metho­ 
dist minister to see if he could get the 
minister to preach to them in camp, 
but owing to previous engagements the 
minister could not go.

St. Louis. Aug. 16.—A special to .The 
Republic from Mount Olive, Ills., says 
Interest In the strike situation was cen­ 
tered here yesterday. 
Ail y^terday 
preparations were l)eing made to renew 
the siege at Coffeen. Farm teams and 
wagons were hired and instead of tramp­ 
ing the miners will ride and make use 
of the wagons for beds. About ten large 
loads of provisions left here last even­ 
ing. By sunrise this morning it is esti­ 
mated that 1,000 men will reinforce the 
camp. Citizens of this place who have 
been “held up”" by the Coffeen authorl 
ties and not allowed to enter that town 
have employed attorneys to bring suits 
for damages. 
The litigation to follow 
promises to, be as interesting as the 
strike itself. About fifty women, wives 
of the miners from this and surround 
Ing towns, are making arrangements 
to go to camp. Their object will be to 
influence the wives of the miners there 
to prevail on their husbands to Join in 
the demand for the scale of wages and 
to Join the suspension.

Campaign In West Tlrglnin.
